Frosty Morn invited 
about 15 Wiregrass hog 
producers to bring in five 
or six hogs each, to be 
tattooed, sent to the Mont- 

omery Frosty Morn plant 
or slaughter and grading, 
Two days later, Thursday, 
July 14, the producers went 
to the plant in Montgomery 
for an educational program 
centered around their own 
hogs. 

The group witnessed a 
live hog grading demon- 
stration, and each producer 
then took part in a live 
hog grading contest. Six 
hogs were assigned a grade 
by each producer; these 
individual grades were 


; compared with the grades 
} assigned by experts. 


The 
contest was won by Mr, 
Max Walker, with 5 out of 
6 correct, Mr. Walker was 
awarded a Frosty Morn 
ham, Second place winner 
was Mr. W.H, Avert. 

The group then partici- 
pated in a weight-guessing 
contest, which was won by 
Mr, Louis Durell who 
guessed within one pound of 
the 266 pound hog. 

Following this, the 
group was given a con- 
ducted tour of the entire 
Frosty Morn plant, from 
kill floor to packaging and 
shipping. 

Next on the list was 
a cutting demonstra- 
tion, pointing out the dif- 
ference in quality and quan- 
tity of desirable cuts from 
the various grades of hogs, 
The group was treated to 
a luncheon by the owner 
of Frosty Morn, Mr. New- 
hoff. (Yes, you guessed it. 
- Pork Chops!) 

After lunch the group 
was conducted to the chill 
room where their own hogs 
were inspected. Each of the 
74 hogs, which had been 
previously graded by ex- 
perts, was inspected, and 
each of them was discussed 
on its merits or demerits, 
The producer could see 
where his hogs could be 
improved, 

An interesting fact 
brought out to the pro- 
ducers was that the ma- 
jority of the hogs that had 
graded US#2 probably had 
been US#1 when they 
weighed around 200 pounds, 
but they became over- 
finished with the excess 
weight, Also noted was that 
most of the top grade hogs 
were crossbred, - Frosty 
Morn representatives think 
it is easier and takes less 
time to get top quality and 
grade market hogs with 
cross breeding. It enables 
one to get the desirable 
characteristics of each 
breed, 

Frosty Morn expects to 
conduct more trips like 
this this summer, accord- 
ing to Carlton Larkins, the 
Elba manager for Frosty 
Morn,

the House Judiciary Committee 
to investigate his moral char- 
acter. 

And that is the type of man 
responsible for the laws of this 
land which are now being made 
by the Supreme Court on 5-4 
decisions where he is one of 
the five, Andrews’ resolution 
was referred tothe House Rules 
Committee headed by Rep. Ho- 
ward W, Smith, of Virginia, 
He indicated he has no plans 
for prompt hearings. He stat- 
ed that the usual practice is 
to bring resolutions of this kind 
before the committce in exe- 
cutive session and vote on whe- 
ther to proceed further with 
them, If the committee should 
approve the resolution, the pro- 
posal would then goto the House 
for a vote, If the House adopt- 
ed it, it would become a direc- 


tive for action by the House Ju- 
diciary Committee, 

Two committee chairmen 
indicated that if any action is 
taken on the House resolution 
calling for the investigation of 
the moral character of the Su- 
preme Court Justice Douglas it 
will be in the distant future, 
But look at the damage Doug- 
las can do during that time if 
his past actions are any indi- 
cation, 

Whether or not the Andrews 
resolution ever results in an 
investigation of Douglas, the 
flurry over the justice’s mar- 
riages has given a boost to a 
long-dormant discussion of 
possible changes in the law on 
removal of federal judges from 
office, At present, the only pro- 
cedure is similar to that for 
removal of a president - im- 
peachment by the House and 
conviction by the Senate, Or- 
dinarily such actions are taken 
only on grounds of high crimes 
or misdemeanors, although 
there was discussion in the 
House Monday of the possibili- 
ty that lack of ‘fgood behavior’? 
might be considered in an im- 
peachment, since judges hold 
office during good behavior. 

An editorial in Tuesday’s 
Dothan Eagle said: ‘‘U, S, Rep. 
George Andrews of this dis- 
trict has reflected the think- 
ing of vast numbers of his 
constituents in asking for an 
investigation of the character of 
Justice William O, Douglas of 
the Supreme Court. If nothing 
else, the Justice’s character 
is open for questioning on the 
grounds of the apparently light 
manner in which he treats the 
respected institution of marri- 
age. Divorced thrice, he has 
now been married four times. 
Furthermpre, on each occa- 
sion he takes a bride, the dis- 
parity between ages becomes 
even greater, Sixty - seven - 
years - old when he married 
a 23-year-old girl last week- 
end, he is 44 years her se- 
nior, That’s pretty close toget- 
ting a child bride, considering 
his age.’’ 

One Congressman stated af- 
ter the resolution was in- 
troduced that a man’s matri- 
monial yentures are a pure- 
ly personal matter. But cha- 
racter of a person who has the 
laws of the land in the palm 
of his hands should be above 
reproach and after so many 
marriages there is a big ques- 
tion as to character. If a per~ 
son does not honor a marri- 
age vow how can we expect him 
to honor the laws of the land 
or to take in consideration the 
effects of the laws of the land. 
Rep, Andrews is not alone in 
Congress considering the ac- 
tions of Justice Douglas’s cone 
duct, 

Douglas wants to admit Red 
China to the United Nations 
and he has an invitation to visit 
Communist China which Doug- 
las says is included in ‘‘our 
future plans’’ for September. 
Douglas has to receive the per- 
mission to make the trip. One 
Congressman in favor of his 
getting that permission hopes 
that he will take the slowest 
boat there, How about taking 
a slow boat back or, perhaps, 
the Communists just keeping 
him, 


THE BEE BUSINESS at our 
house is a ‘‘sore subject?’ but 
according to a news article 
Sunday honey brings state mo- 
ney, but bees bring even more, 
Americans of today like honey 
well enough to consume more 
than 275 million pounds of it 
every year. But the bee indus- 
try is threatened according to 


» the article. If farmers continue 


to use insect poisons at the 
wrong time of year, month and 
day, the packaged bee and live 
queen bee industry will die out 
completely, Alabama producers 
warn. This would mean a great 
oss to Alabama, which is se- 


ond or third in the United 
States in the sale of bees with 
an annual sale of about $1, 
000,000, 


The wholesale killing of bees 
usually is the result of crop 
dusting or spraying of such 
crops as cotton, crimson and 
white clover, soybeans and ale 
falfa, The farmer has no idea 
that his poison is killing thou- 


sands of honey bees, The pese 
ticides have gotten to be a 
very serious problem not only 
because of the loss of money, 
but mainly because of the loss 
of pollination since many crops 


and flowers will not reproduce 
unless pollinated by the bee. 
I keep bees because of the 


pollination more than for the 
honey. Flowers will be much 
prettier if you have bees around 
the place, but it is very ne- 
cessary that the hives be kept 
away from children or where 
they might be playing, Bees will 
not tolerate anyone beating 
around the hives or making any 
jarring noises on the ground 
near them.

Vets Urged To 
Apply Now For 
Schooling 


Veterans planning to 
enter training this fall 
under the post-Korean GI 
Bill are urged to submit 
their applications for 
training as soon as possi- 
ble, Neil R. Smart, Mana- 
ger of the Montgomery VA 
Regional Office announced 
recently, 

Of the 65,000 new vet- 
erans in Alabama created 
by this bill, some 10,000 
to 12,000 are expected to 
enter training the first year 
to avoid the last minute 
rush, Smart encouraged 
veterans who plan to use 
the benefits of this GI Bill 
to begin now to contact 
the schools of their choice 
to see if they will be ac- 
cepted. After the school has 
been selected and the vet- 
eran is assured of accep- 
tance, applications for a 
Certificate of Eligibil- 
ity should be submitted to 
the VA Regional Office at 
474 South Court Street, 
Montgomery. Help in com- 
pleting the application form 
can be secured from the 
Contact Division of that 
office or the County Ser- 
vice Officer ineach county. 

Smart also advised vet- 
erans planning on entering 
training to carry withthem 
enough money tomeet their 
needs for the first two 
months, Monthly educa- 
tional allowances are pay- 
able only after completion 
of the month’s training and 
are normally received on 
the 20th of the following 


month, After the first check 
is received, then one will 
be received each month 
as long as the veteran re- 
mains in training and other 
conditions of eligibility are 
met, 

If the veteran needs help 
in deciding on the program 
of education for which he 
is best suited, counseling 
is available. At the time 
he applies for a Certifi- 
cate of Eligibility he should 
check the appropriate item 
on the application form if 
he wants counseling. The 
VA cannot pay transporta- 
tion or other expenses in- 
volved in reporting for 
counseling. If the counsel- 
ing is desired, veterans 
are urged to submit ap- 
plications as quickly as 
possible so that this coun- 
seling can be scheduled.

duction of beef cattle. Par- 


Wnssnnenreteresreedd ticular emphasis was 


placed on the importance 
of the balanced fertilizing 
program with adequate 
levels of nitrogen, phos- 
phorus, potash, and lime 
applied as needed. 

It was stressed that in 
order for the beef cattle 
industry to be successful 
and efficient, a producer 
must rely on high quality 
forages that can be pro- 
duced on the home farm, 
These forages can be in 
the form of grazing crops, 
hay, or grass or grain 
crop silage. 

High also discussed the 
importance of improving 
equality of cattle produced 
in Alabama by the use of 
improved breeding bulls 
and herd culling pro- 
cedures.

RAIN 

Most communities have 
had rain recently. These 
recent rains are worth un- 
told thousands of dollars 
to Coffee County farmers, 
Rain is so necessary for 
high yields of crops and 
gardens and pastures. Be- 
cause we can’t always get 
rain when we need it, | 
am reminded that we need 
to use fertilizer and other 
good growing practices to 
take advantage of the rain- 
fall that we do get. I surely 
hope that we can continue 
to get rain during the next 
four to six weeks and make 
good peanut crops. 


PASTURES 

On the W. H, Taylor 
pasture tour a few days 
ago, we saw the results of 
using enough fertilizer on 
pasture grasses, While we 
were on this tour, Dr, 
Thomas High, Extension 
Livestock Specialist at Au- 
burn, pointed out an im- 
portant fact and I will quote 
him. “‘Most cattle pro- 
ducers don’t regard pas- 
tures as a crop in the way 
that they think of growing 
peanuts and corn and cot- 
ton. More profits can be 
made if pastures are kept 
in a high rate of produc- 
tion,’’ 

I have always felt the
